From the propesed Half Century Volume. 


In the latter partof the last century, the atten 
tion of Christians began to be directed to the 
condition and wants of the new settlements of 
our country 

The general assembly of the Presbyterien 
Church commenced this work on a small scale, 
in 1789. The Connecticut Missionary Society 
was formed in 1798, though some churches in 
Connecticut bad deme something as early as 
1792. The Berk and Columbia Mission- 
ary society, com ing the churches of Berk- 
shire County, Maas, and Columbia County, 
N. Y., was organized in 1798, and the Mas- 
sachusetts Missionary Society, May 28th, 1799. 
The leading object of these Societies was to 
propagate the gospel in the new settlements; 
most of the missionggies were sent to Central 
New York, and a few to the Province of Maine. 
At the beginning of this Century, such men as 
Jedediah Bushnel, Seth Willixton and James 
Hotchkiss, young aad zealous in the work of
